CAVES AND TUNNELS IN SGUTH-CAST ENGLAND (PART 6) 


Harry Pearman’s series of this title continues with the 
appearance of part 6 as RECORDS of the CHELSEA SPELEOLOGICAL 
SOCIETY, volume i4 (1904) 


This part contains 59 pages, and deals with sites in Kent 
such as ’Dave’s Cave” at Cowden; Chilton farmhouse tunnel; an 
underground shelter at Gillingham; the recent Channel Tunne} 
works (1970s); Dover Castile sites; fullers earth mines near 
Maidstone; etc. Surrey sites include the Foxenden Quarry 
shelter. at Guildfords the Moat House tunnels and ice—house at 
the Same place; anc Carew Manor at Beddington. Sussex is 
represented by entries for the Pulborough: sand mines, the 
Snape iron mine, and minor sites. Particularly welcome in 
this edition is a large collection of sites in counties north 
of the Thames - especially a crop of chalk mine details 
collected from the official mining records, although many af 
the exact locations appear to have been lost. There is a 
lengthy list of recent relevant books and papers, and the 
volume is as usual fully illustrated with maps and plans and 
an excellent index.
